Moscow, Jan. 22.— Official announce­ 
m ent was m ade today th at Nickolai 
Lenine, president of the Council of 
People’s Com m issaries, (the Russian 
red governm ent), is dead. 
He died 
last night at his country estate with 
his wife, at the bedside^ Lenine had 
been sinking for som etim e, owing to 
heart w eakness induced by paralysis 
of the side. 
As soon aa news of Lenine's death 
w as circulated here, flags were plac­ 
ed at halfm ast upon all the govern- 
■jnent buildings and npon m any pil­ 
ate houses. 
The soviet cabinet conferred npon 
plans for the funeral, which will be 
held Saturday. 
The greatest public dem onstration 
of sorrow R ussia has ever known in 
her history is anticipated. Tho body 
will be brought h ere (according to 
present plans) to re st In state a t the 
K rem lin before it is interred in Red 
square, w here the "body of John Reed, 
American w riter and 
socialist 
lies 
burled. 


Bok Makes Another Offer 
of $100,000 T o U . S 
• Senate 


W ashington, Jan. 22.—Edward W. 
Bok, originator and prom oter of the 
$100,000 peace plan 
project, 
came 
back at his senatorial inquisitors to­ 
day with a startling offer. 
In a letter to Senator Moses, Repub 
lican, of New Ham pshire, Bok offered 
to turn over to the Senate investigat­ 
ing com m ittee all of the 22,164 peace 
plans subm itted in the recent contest, 
and allow the senators to select the 
plan which they believed to be the 
best. And Bok agreed to pay to the 
winner they selected the sum of HOO,- term ed it ‘‘futile.’' 


"My absolute confidence in the Jury 
of the American p» ace award Is such 
that I believe they carried out the 
purpose of the award 
and 
selected 
‘the m ost practical plan by which the 
United States may co-operate with 
other nations to achieve and preserve 
the peace of the world.” 
Bok’s new offer was received 
with

SURFACED ROADS IN NATION RECKONED AT 400.000 
MILES 


The American Road Builders Association is holding its annual 
convention and the National Good Roads Show is in progress in 
Chicago. 
There are several thousand delegates and visitors at­ 
tending the convection and more than a million dollars of road 
building machinery on exhibition. 
Statistics of road building in 1923 will not be available for 
several months, and such statistics are never complete. The road- 
building program of the several States shows a more elaborate 
character each year, but accuracy in figures comes only from the 
Federal Government, which, in 1922 disbursed more than $90,- 
000,000 toward the construction of 11,400 miles of highway, which 
cost the States an additional $216,000,000. 
There are 187,406 miles of highway in what is called 
the 
Federal Aid System, but that is by no means the extent of good 
roads in the United States, which has altogether nearly 3,000,000 
miles of roads, much bad and some unspeakable. 
The estimate of Thomas ll. MacDonald, chief of the Govern­ 
ment's Bureau of Public Roads, is that 40,000 miles of surfaced 
roads were completed in 1923, which was 3,000 miles more than 
was provided in 1922. 
The total of surfaced roads in the coun­ 
try, Mr. McDonald places at 400,000 miles, and this mileage, he 
says, will be doubled in ten years.

Scarcely anything more dramatic in aeronautic history has 
occurred than the adventure of the great dirigible, the Shenan­ 
doah, and the battle of nearly nine hours which her gallant crew 
put up to restore the monster to her hangar. 
Imagine the scene. 
In the dark of the wild, blustery winter 
evening the dirigible suddenly ripped loose from the steel moor­ 
ing mast and soared aloft in a gale, disappearing in wind and rain 
with twenty-one men aboard. The wind increased to seventy-two 
miles an hour. 
Those left at earth level were the prey of name­ 
less fears. 
They remembered five fatal accidents to 
similar 
craft within less than four years. 
Then came the thrilling voice from the clouds, calmly an­ 
nouncing the ship’s safety and a steadfast purpose to ride out the 
storm. 
There was no whimpering appeal of nerve-shattered, ex- \ 
hausted mariners. 
In fact, greater apprehension was felt among 
the “land-lubbers” than among those aloft fighting the elements. 
So, while fifteen planes were mobilizing to proceed to the re­ 
lief of the Shenandoah, reports came in from town after town 
that caught a glimpse of the monster as she buffeted her 
way 
through the air pockets and currents, such as she will surely en­ 
counter i nthe Polar flight appointed for her. 
The $2,000,000 invested in the helium-using dirigible was well 
spent to assure the safe return of the twenty-one men, wiio would 
probably have perished had inflammable gas been used. The suc­ 
cessful issue of this long, hard struggle against the most formid­ 
able natural obstacle is an inspiration to those striving for mas­ 
tery of the air, even though in time the plane shall utterly sup­ 
plant the dirigible with its vast exposure to hostile air currents 
and storms.
